Do not store
the refrigerator in a.dark or damp place
with the idea, in mind that this will
sve iee. DPtomaine is a deadly germ
and thrives well In molist, damp places,
and  the refrigerator, unless kept
well feed, is an {dea] place for the cul-
tuee of 1hi:(rerm. particularly if the box
is kept filled with foodn,

Wateh carefully all leftovers, and if
voi are unable to utilize them then dis-
rard them at onee.  Ilo not permit them
1o remain in the refrigerator and de-
velop sonr and other molds,

Arrange n set of dishes that will fir
nleely In the vefrigerator, and then keep
them for this purposc: an old-time |
honsewife just recently selected a met of |
inexpensive blue and white dishes that |
will fit very closely in the refrigerator,
andd T was really surprised to see the
pive and orderly array of both the dishes
and food and they wera quite inex-
penxive, Tt in impossible to cook fine
finvored food In battered, worn and
purnt. pans, and the housewife who i
uaing partially cleansed pans te cook
the fond must not be surprised if the
vhemical reaction between the pan and
the food ecausex digestive disturbances.
Many cases of real serious disturb-
ances of this character can be traced
to this souree,

Often when 1 sen the housewife cone
tontedly using eracked and :-hlpr«ri
dinhes, T wish that I eould take her
intn 1 laboratory and placa these dishes
under a powerful glnss and show her
not only the bacterin, but also the
danger of using such dishes, Make this
test for vourself., I1"ace In n cracked
enp a little of the bacon drippings from
the skillet end set the cup away until
the fat 1s eold, then remove the fat and
wash the cup in the usual manner with
the regular dishes. Now fill this cup
with hot tea and let stand for a few
minutes and mnote the tiny particles of
fat floating on top of the tea. Also
if you have a fine discriminating taste.
nofe the odd flavor of the tea, and ree
it it & not unlike the dish water, Now
break this cup open nnd note the matter
that has filled up thix ernck and then
tnke n mngnifying glass and look at
this material.

The filthy, deadly fly is a menace to
liealth, and there is no real excuse for
its being in the home, If you can
travel with a fly on itz journey for a
few minutes, I am sure that no one
could induce you to eat anything it has
come in contact with,

Every little while an entire family
is serlously il and perhaps one and
even two have died, and then comes
the word that the deadly ptomaine germ
is nctive and the real cause of the trou-
ble, Quite recently a noted chemist re-
marked that the carcless storage of
food in partially chilled boxes or refrig-
erators was the cause of this trouble.
The ire chamber in the refrigerator
needs to be kept full of ice if the food
i to be kept at a temperature that will
prevent spofling. Do not cover the
ire and expect to have this fee to main-
taln the chill of the vefrigerator below
danger point.  Mnany foods will develop
the dendly ptomaine germ if stored in
warm places nnd yet show no real visual
ovidence of decay or spoil,

Hang n thermometer in the refriger-
ator and see that sufficlent jce is kept
in the ice chamber to maintain a tem-
verature below 45 degrees '‘Fahrenhbeit.
The bread and eake box, too, will need
speeinl attention and a  semi-weekly
seplding and then sunning in the early
morning sunshine will keep thig recep-
taele sweet and clean, Rlo]ll quickly
forms on bread during the warm, moist
season and so quickly does this bacteria
develop that even the bread just freshly
baked is often affected if placed in the
box where such bacteria have developed.

Noo that only small quantitics of
esreals and flour are tmr‘mml. It is
biest to purchase these commoditles in
small quantities during the summes yea-
*on. Fach housewife should determine
Ta destyoy all mice, rats and vermin and
o st that the pggbage pall is kept
clusely covered and Meansed daily with
